U.  S.  R esumes  Bombing  Raids 

SAIGON  ~  U.S.  Navy  and  Air  Force  planes  attacked 
North  Viet  Nam  today  to  end  a  37-day  pause  in  the  bomb¬ 
ing  raids.  The  daylight  strikes  just  north  of  the  line  di¬ 
viding  North  and  South  Viet  Nam.  were  mild  in  compar¬ 
ison  with  some  previous  bombings. 

A  U.S.  military  spokesman  said  the  American  planes 
came  from'  land  bases  and  two  sjrcrsll  carriers  of  the 
7th  Fleet.  They  encountered  heavy  anti-aircraft  fire.  One 
Navy  plane  went  down  in  the  South  China  Sea  while  re¬ 
turning  from  the  raid.|The  pilot  was  rescued.
